Kev. Dr. Talmag-e. who is abroad, 
selected as his subject for Sun- 
day’s sermon through the press: ‘-The 
Tax Collector's Conversion,'’ the text 
licing taken from Luke xix., 9: "This 
day is salvation came to this house.” 

Zaccheus was a politician and a tax- 
gatherer. lie had au honest calling, 
but the opportunity for “stealing” was 
so large the temptation was too much 
for him. The lfible says he "was a 
sinner” that is, in the public sense. 
How many tine men have been ruined 
by official position! It is an aw- 
ful thing for any man to seek of- 
lice under the government unless 
his principles of integrity arc 
deeply fixed. Many a man. upright 
in an insignificant position, has made 
shipwreck in a (.-real one. As far as 1 
can tell, in the city of Jericho this Zac- 
cheus belonged to w ha t might be called 
the “ring.” They had things their 
own way, successfully avoiding ex- 
posure-- if bv no oilier way. perhaps, 
by hiring somebody to break in and 
steal the vouchers. Notwithstanding 
his bad reputation, there were streaks 
of good about hitn. as there are about 
almost every man. Gold is found in 
011:1 rt».. and sometimes in a very small 
percentage. 

Jesus was coming to town. The 
people turned out cn masse to see llim. 
llrre He comes— the Lord of Glory, on 
foot, d nst -covered and road-weary, 
limping along the way. carrying the 
griefs and woes of the world, lie looks 
to lie sixty years of age. when he is 
oulv thirty. Zacchcus was a short 
man. and could not see over the 
j-eoplo's heads while standing on 
the ground, so he got up into 
:t sycamore tree that swung its arm 
clear over the road. Jesus advanced 
11 mid the wild excitement of the surg- 
ing crowd. The most honorable and 
popular men of the city r. re looking on 
and trying to gam His attention. 
Jesus, instead of regarding them, look- 
up at the little man in the tree and 
says: "Zaccheus, come down. I am 

going home with von.” Everybody 
was disgusted to think that Christ 
would go home with so dishonorable a 
man. 

I see Christ entering the front door 
of the house of Zaccheus. The king of 
heaven and earth sits down, and lie 
looks around on the plaee and the fam- 
ily He pronounces the lieuediction 
from the text: “This day is salvation 

come to this house.” 

Zaccheus had mounted the sycamore 
tree out of mere inquisitiveness. He 
wanted to see how this stringer looked 
— the color of His eves, the length of 
Ilishnir. the contour of His features, 
the height of His stature. •“Come 
down.” said Christ. 

And so many people, in this day. get 
rp into the tree of curiosity or 'pecu- 
lation to see Christ. They ask a thou- 
sand queer questions about liis Divin- 
ity. about God's sovereignty, tmi the 
eternal degrees. They speculate, and 
criticise, and hang on to the outside 
limb of a great sycamore, ltut they 
must come down from that if 
they want to lie saved. We can 
not l>e saved as philosophers, but 
as little children. You ran not go to 
Heaven by way of Athens, but by way 
of iiclhlchcm. Why lie perplexed Hliout 
the way sin came into the world, when 
Ihc great question is how we shall get 
sin driven out of our hearts. How 
many spend their time in erit'ci*m and 
religious speculation! They take the 
Bose of Sharon, or the Lily of the Val. 
ley. pnll out the author, scatter the 
corrolia and say: “Is that the 

beautful flower of religion that 
yon are talking abont?'' No 

flower is beautiful after you 

have torn it to pieces. The path to 
Heaven is so plain that a fool need not 
make any mistake about it. ami yet 
men stop and caviL Suppose that, go- 
ing toward the l’aeific slope. I had re- ' 
Solved that I would stop until I could 
kill all the grimily bears and the 
panthers on cither side of the way. I 
would never have got to the Pacific. 
When I went out to hunt the griz- 
tlv bear, the grizzly bear would 
have come out to hunt me. Here 
is a plain road to Heaven. Men say 
they will not take a step on it until 
they can make game of all the theories 
that bark and growl at them from the 
thickets. They forget the fact that as 
they go put to hunt the theory, the 
theory comes out to hunt them, and so 
they perish. We must receive the 
Kingdom of Heaven in simplicity. 
Wm. Pennington was one of the wisest 
men of the country — a governor of his 
own state, and afterward speaker 
of the house of representatives. 
Vet, when God called him to 
be a Christian, he went in and 
sat down among some children who 
were applying for church membership, 
and he said to his pastor: “Talk to me 
just as yon do to these children, for I 
know nothing about it.” There is no 
need of bot hering ourselves about mys- 
teries when therc are so many things 
that arc plain. Dr. Ludlow, ray pro- 
fessor in the Theological seminary, 
taught me a lesson I have never forgot- 
ten. While putting a variety of ques- 
tions to him that were perplexing, 
he turned npon me somewhat in 
sternness, but more in love, and 
said: “Mr. Talmape. you will 

have to let God know some things 
that you don't.” We tear our hands 
on the spines of the cactus instead of 
feasting our eye on its tropical bloom. 
A great company of people noW sit 
swinging themselves on the sycamore 
tree of their pride, and I cry to yon, 
“Zaccheus, come down!” Come down 
out of your pride, out of your inquisi- 
tiveness, out of your speculation. Yon 
can not ride into the gate of Heaven 
with coach and four, postilion ahead 
and lacky behind. ’Except ye become 
as little children, ye can not enter the 
kingdom of God.’ God has chosen the 



tors, you pnt your property in your 
wife’s name. You might cry until the 
day of judgment for pardon, but you 
would not get it without first making 
restitution. In times of prosperity it 
is right, against a rainy day. to assign 
property to your wife, but if. in time 
of perplexity, and for the sake of de- 
frauding your creditors, you make 
such assignment, you liecome a culprit 
before God. and you may as well stop 
praying until yon have made restitu- 
tution. Or suppose one man loans an- 
other money on bond or mortgage, 
with the understanding that the mort- 
gage can lie quiet for several years, but 
as soon as the mortgage is given com- 
mences foreclosure — the sheriff mounts 
the auction block and the property is 
struck down at half price, and the 
mortgage buys it in. The mortgagee 
started to get the property at half 
price, and is a t h ief and a robber. U n- 
til he makes restitution there is no 
mercy for him. Suppose yotr sell goods 
by a sample and then afterward send 
to your customer an inferior quality of 
goods. You have' committed a fraud, 
and there is no mercy for you until you 
have made restitution. Suppose you 
sell a man a handkerchief for silk, tell- 
ing him it is all silk, and it is part cot- 
ton. Xo mercy for you until yon have 
made restitution. Suppose you sell a 
man a horse, saying he is sound, and 
he afterward turns out to he spavined 
and balky. Xo mercy for you until 
yon have made restitution. 

Exodus rxii.: “If a man shall steal 
an on or a sheep, and kill it or sell it. 
iic shall restore five oxen for an ox. or 
four sheep for a sheep. If a thief lie 
found breaking up. and be smitten that 
he die. there shall no blood lie shed for 
him. If the sun lie risen upon liirn, 
there shall be blood shed for him. for 
he should make full restitution: if he 
have nothing, then he shall tie sold for 
the theft. Jf the theft lie certainly 
found iu his hand alive, whether it be 
an ox. or ass. or sheep, he shall restore 
double. If a man shall cause a Held or 
vineyard to lie eaten, and shall put in 
his lieast. and shall feed in another 
man s Acid, of the best of his own field 
and of the best of his own vineyard 
i shall he make restitution.” 

Yon say: “I can not make restitution. 
The parties whom I swinlcd are gone.” j 
Then I say: “Take the money up to ! 
the American llible society and eonse- 1 
.•rate it to God.” Zaccheus was wise 1 
when lie disgorged his unrighteous 
gains, aud it was his first step *n the 
right direetkm. 

The way living clear, f'hrist walked 
into the house of Za-ohens. lie be- 
comes a different man: his wife a dif- 
ferent woman, the children are differ- 
en*. Oh! it makes a great change in 
any house when Christ conics into it 
How manj- beautiful homes are repre- 
sented among yon! There are pictures I 
.111 the wall: there is mu<ir in the draw- , 
iug room, and luxuries in the ward- ; 
robe, end a full supply in the pantry. , 
Even if you were half asleep there is 
one word with which I could wake you, ; 
and thrill you through and through, j 
and that word is “home!” There me 
also houses of suffering represented, in ( 
which there are neither pictures nor : 
wardrolie. nor adornment - only one i 
room and a plain cot. or a bunk in a cor- ! 
tier: yet it is the place where your loved 1 
ones dwell, and your whole nature tin- I 
, gles with satisfaction when you-think | 
of it anil call it home. Though the 1 
world may scoff at us and pursue us. ! 
and all the day we are tossed ab i.it, at ! 
evetide we sail into the harbor of j 
borne. Though there is no rest for ns 
ill the busy world, and we go trudging 
about, bearing burdens that well nigh ! 
crush us. there is a refuge, and it hath 
an easy chair in which we may sit . and 
R lounge where we may lie. and a se- 
renity of peace in which we may re- 
pose, and that refuge is home. The 1 
English soldiers, sitting on the walls j 
around Sebastopol, one night heard a 
pomnany of musicians playing “Home, 
Sweet Home," and it is said that the 
whole army broke out in sobs and 
wailing, so great was their homesick- | 
ness. God pity the poor, miserable | 
wretch who has no home! 

Now, suppose Christ should come in- 
to vour house. First the wife and the 
mother would feel llis presence. Re- 
ligion almost always begins there. It 
is easier for women to become Chris- 
tians than for 11 s men. They do not 
fight so against God. If women tempt- 
ed men originally away from holiness, 
now she tempts him back. She may 
not make any fuss abont it, but some- 
how. everybody in the house knows 
that there is a change in the wife and 
mother. She chides the children more 
gently. Her face sometimes lights up 
with an unearthly glow. She goes in- J 
to some unoccupied room for a little 
while, and the husband goes not 
after her. nor asks her why 

she was there. He knows with- 
out asking that she has leen 

praying. The husband notices that her j 
face is brighter than on the day when, 
years ago, they stood at the marriage j 
altar, and he knows that Jesus lias I 
been putting upon her brow a wreath ' 
sweeter than orange blossoms. She puts 
the children to bed. not suti'fied with 
the formal prayer that they onee of- 
fered, but she lingers now and tolls 
them of Jesus who blessed little chil- 
dren. and of the good place where they 
all hope to be at iast. And then she j 
kisses them good night with something j 
that the child feels to he a heavenly | 
benediction — a something that shall 
hold onto the boy after he shall become 
a man 40 or 50 years of age; for there is 
something in a good, loving ChriMian 
mother's kiss that 50 years can not wipe 
off the cheek. 

Now the husband is distressed and 
annoyed, and almost vexed. If she 
would only speak to him. he would 
“blow her up.” He does not like to 
say anything about it, but he knows 
that she has a hope that he has not, 
and a peace that he has not; he knows 
that, dying as he now is. he can not go 
to the same place. He can not stand it 
any longer. 'Some Sunday night, as 
they sit in church, side, by side, the 
floods of his soul break forth. He 
wants to pray, but does not kno w how. 

1 V '*>s his face, lest some of his 



mother do; but the children come down 
one by one. They do not know that 
they must. It ts some time before they 
all get down. The, sentences are broken. 
The phrases are a (little ungrammatical. 
The prayer begins abruptly and ends 
abruptly; but. os far as I can un- 
derstand what they mean, it is about 
this; “0 Saviour! Jielp us! We do not 
know how to pray. Teach us. We 
can not live any longer in the way we 
have been living. We start to-day for 
Heaven. Help us to take these chil- 
dren along with us. Forgive us for all 
the past. Strengthen us for all the 
future. And, when the journey is 
over, take us where Jesus is, and where 
the little babe is that we lost. Amen!” 
It ended very abruptly; blit the angels 
cume out and leaned so far over to 
listen they would have fallen off the 
battlement but fear a stroke of their 
wings, and cried, “Hark! hark! Behold! 
he prays!” 

That night there is a rap at the. bed- 
room; door. “Who 14 there?'" cries the 
father. It is the oldest child. “What is 
the matter?

CmtTEXNF., Wyo., Sept. 24.— The as- 
tonishing claim by the wife of an hum- 
ble*employe of the Union I’acific rail- 
road that she is the oldest child and a 
legitimate heir of Jay Gould, presents 
6 ome singular features that indicate a 
possibility that it may be founded in 
truth. At all events it is likely to at- 
tract wide attention if it is pushed, and 
that the claimant says will be done. 

The improbability of Mrs. Pierce, 
the claimant, remaining quiet until 
long after the death of her millionaire 
father is partly removed by the fact, as 
she sets out. that her mother, when 
her child was 2 V. years of age. gave her 
tn adoption to James and Mary Mor- 
ton. of Nt. Thomas, Canada. In 1 SOP, 
the Mortons moved to Hamilton. Cald- 
well county. Mo., and it was there 
that Miss Morton met Benjamin Frank- 
lin Pierce, to whom she was married 
on (>ctol>er 5. 1«S5. 

Mrs. Brown never obtruded herself 
upon her husband after leaving him. 
but in IS.'!*, after the death of the sec- 
ond wife, she called upon him in Xew 
Ti"rk and informed him of the exist- 
ence of their daughter, his oldest 
child. Mr. Gould acknowledged the 
claim, and promised to make a settle- 
ment of a certain amount on the child. 
This he failed to do. 

The daughter never knew of her re- 
lations to the Gould family until after 
her marriage and removal to Wyoming. 
She was led to believe by her foster 
mother that her father was dead, but 
knew of the existence of her own 
mother, although she had never 
had any communication with her. 
Early in 1V91 Mrs. Brown, who had 
lost all trace of the Mortons and her 
daughter, began to trace her up and 
located her at Book Springs, where 
Mr. and Mr*. Tfierce had settled. 

In July or August. 1*91, .lay Gould’s 
private ear was in Rock Springs, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Pierce solicited an inter- 
view with Mr. Gould. A gentleman 
representing himself to be that indi- 
vidual met them and the case was stat- 
ed to him. The gentleman said to them 
that if their statements were true the 
best thing they could do was to make 
tbem public. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pierce now have reason 
to believe that it was not Mrs. Pierce's 
father with whom they talked, but Dr. 
Munn. Mr. Gould's physician. Mrs. 
Pierce's mother was informed of the in- 
terview. but she advised her daughter 
to wait awhile to see if Mr. Gould was 
disposed to do anything. She desired, 
if possible, to prevent any publicity of 
the affair. 

After the death of Mr. Gould, in De- 
cemlier, 1»92, Mrs. Brown came to Rock 
Springs to ascertain if George Gould, 
as admini'frntor of hi-* father's estate , 
had taken any action in the matter, he 
having been previously informed of 
the existence of the child by a former 
marriage. George Gould and his at- 
torneys have entirely ignored all com- 
munications sent to them on the sub- 
ject. 

Failing to secure what they believe 
to be their legal rights. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pierce have determined to resort to 
the courts. They have employed able 
counsel and expect to begin suit. 

Mr. Pierce, husband of the claimant. 
In an interview, said: 

“Mrs. Gould, my wife's mother, 
came to Rock Springs in the spring of 
lk92, when the whole matter was talked 
over. She said she would wait awhile 
to see if Mr. Gould would do anything 
for his daughter before taking any ac- 
tion. 

“After Mr. Gould's death in Decem- 
ber, 1S92, she again came to Rock 
Springs to ascertain if George Gould 
had taken any action in the matter, 
and, learning that he had not. she au- 
thorized my wife to employ attorneys 
and commence suit. Messrs. E. E. En- 
ter line and C. 0. Hamlin, of Rock 
Springs, were Recording iy employed by 
Us. 

“To all our letters to George and 
ITelen Gculd no answers have been re- 
ceived. They have completely ignored 
us. Last March my wife's mother 
again came to Rock Springs to learn 
our progress, and told my wife to pro- 
ceed as far aj she could without her, 
but when it was necessary she would 
come forward and assist her. 

Last June my wife wrote to her 
mother that the attorneys had done all 
they couli do without her aid and that 
she wished her to supplement her 
statements by additional proofs, and 
the proofs are now being collected by 
trustworthy agents. I have the mar- 
riage certificate of Jay Gould to Sarah 
Ann Brown, with two witnesses, one 
of whom is living. The other is dead. 
This certificate I have, and it is locked 
up in a safety deposit box in vaults of 
the First Xationaf hank at Rock. 
Springs, Wyo. My wife is the only 
living legitimate child of the late -lay 
Gould, and I intend to establish her 
identity and secure her rights.”
